Accidentally Shot 

On Saturday Oct. 8, three men, 
one Bohemian and two Germans, 
went out ip a boat on Crooked 
Lake to shoot ducks. One of the 
Germans, in reaching for his gun 
caused it accidently to discharge 
and the charge went into the Bo- 
hemian’s shoulder, badly wound- 
ing him. A doctor was obtained 
from Wetaskiwin who extracted 
eight grains of shot from the 
wound and a lot of the wounded 
man’s torn clothing which had 
been driven with the charge into 
his torn body. The poor fellow 
suffered intensely from the wound 
and operation of moving the shot 
from the gash made in his shoulder 
He was taken to the Edmonton 


Hospital to be better cared for. 
It is very strange how slow some 
men and boys are to learn of the 
danger there is in handling fire 
arms.
